1. WE ARE EQUALLY CONCERNED OVER POTENTIAL SECURITY 
PROBLEMS YOU HAVE OUTLINED. DEPARTMENT JUSTICE AND U.S. 
MARSHALS SERVICE HAVE INFORMED US THAT THEY ARE UNABLE TO 
INCREASE MARSHAL FORCE TO LEVELS YOU HAVE RECOMMENDED AND 
MUST GRADUALLY REDUCE FORCE TO APPROXIMATELY 30 MARSHALS 
PLUS USMS RESOURCES ON ISLAND (2 MEN) PLUS 15 DEPUTIZED 
GUAMANIAN POLICE. THIS DECISION BASED ON PRIORITY 
REQUIREMENTS FOR SERVICES OF MARSHALS ELSEWHERE. IF HARD 
INTELLIGENCE INDICATES VIOLENCE AT REPATRIATE CAMPS 
PROBABLE, USMS WOULD CONSIDER AUGMENTING FORCE ON GUAM TO 
DEAL WITH IT. 
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2. WE HAVE ASKED JUSTICE TO EXPLORE COST AND FEASIBILITY
